Almost every piece of material 


used in the composing room is 
made or cut upon a printer's meas- 
urements.

There'll Be Less Deficit in 
U. S. Budget, Tax Experts Say 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Congressional tax experts calculated today 


that President Truman's budget overestimated Ihis year's government 
deficit by two and a half billion dollars and next year's by $2.700,- 
000,000. 


Figures prepared by the staff of 


the joint committee on internal 
revenue taxation indicated that 
treasury receipts would be some- 
what lower than the budget esti- 
mate submitted in January, 
but 


that actual spending would be down 
even more. 


As a result, the joint committee 


looks for a deficit of $5,700,000,000 
in the current fiscal year (end 
June 30) instead of the $8,200,000,- 
000 estimated in the budget, and an 
HI.700.000,000 deficit in the 1953 
'(seal year beginning next July 1, 
nstead of $14,400.000,000. 
For.the 1952 fiscal year, the 


president's budget estimated re- 
ceipts of $62.700,000.000 and expen- 
ditures of $70,900,000,000; the con- 
gressional experts put the income 
a' $61.300,000.000 and the outgo at 
67 billions 


For fiscal 1953, the budget fig. 


ured receipts of 71 billions and ex- 
penditures Of $85.400,000,000; the 
joint committee staff $68,300,000,- 
000 income and 80 billions outgo. 


"The budget is dominated by the 


defense expenditures and for some 
months these have been running 
below thf estimates," the staff re- 
port explained.

Gen. Eisenhower Says Cut in

WASHINGTON—(AP)—Gen. Dwight Eisenhower told congress to- 


day any cut in President Truman's $7,900,000,000 foreign aid plan 
"would inevitably tend to curtail or retard" this nation's defense 
program. 


The message from Eisenhower 


was made public by Sen. Connally 
(D-Texj, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee. 


The retiring head of the Western 


defense foices did not specifically 
ask congress to retain the full 
amount of funds Truman requested 
for foreign aid. 


But he did say that any cut

Hope of Conclusion 


Only a few weeks ago there was 


<iope here that the talks would 
soon reach a successful conclusion 
with a cease-fire. But suddenly the 
Communists met a terrible setback 
in world opinion. 


It was on the matter of prison- 


eis. The Communists have about 
12,000 U. N. prisoners, about 7,000 
of them South Koreans. The U. N. 
has 173.000 prisoners: 10,000 North 
Koreans, 20,000 Chinese, and 53,- 
000 South Koreans who were civil- 
'fcns or who had fought for the 
Communists. 


Before there could be a cease- 


fire agreement, the Communists 
wanted an exchange of prisoners: 
they'd hand over their 12.000 for 
the 173.000 held by the U. N. 


But the U. N. said: suppose some 


of the 173,000 don't want to go 
back? 


Suicide Victims 


The U. N. remembered 
that 


Aiany Russians, taken prisoner by 
The Germans in World War II, 
committed suicide rather than be 
returned to Russia after the war. 


The U. N. polled its prisoners 


and reported that only 70,000 out 
of the 173.000 would go back wil- 


lingly. The U. N. said it would not 
force the rest to return. 


This was a shocking blow to 


Communist prestige m Asia and 
everywhere. They refuse to ac- 
cept the U. N. position on prison- 
ers. 


If the talks broke off now and 


full war was resumed, this countrj 
was in a good position to appeal 
to world opinion to blame the Com 
munists. 


This was done yesterday,, by 


President Truman, who summed 
it up: An armistice would not be 
bought at the price of the 103,000 
prisoners who didn't want to re 
turn to Communist control where 
they might be killed. 


It was a statement of the Ameri- 


can position in language that peo- 
ple on both sides of the iron cur 
tain can understand.

The British Labor party appears to be moving leftward 


under the influence of the dynamic, irresponsible Aneurin 
Bevan. 


It has now issued a foreign policy statement widely noted 


as the most forthright in this field the party has made since 
its 1951 defeat. And this declaration sounds a great deal 
like Bevan talking. 


The party wants immediate four-power talks on the fu- 


ture of Germany. These discussions would probe the possi- 
bility of free elections throughout the country. 


What would the real effect of this program be? 
The plan for a European defense army, already agreed 


upon by Britain, France and the United States, might be in- 
defyiitely delayed. To prevent the signing of this defense 
pact is, indeed a prime Russian objective. All Allied ener- 
gies have been bent the other way—toward getting the plan 
in motion.

The Labor party proposal would further consternate the 


whole free European community by raising false hopes of 
German unity. Does anyone need to be told what a sham- 
bles the Russians would make of a unity conference or, if 
it came to that, a "free election ?" 


The Germans might, through the period of negotiations, 


be encouraged to believe they could forget any responsibility 
for their own defense or that of the larger West of which 
they have lately been endeavoring to become a part. They 
could be lulled into dreaming again of neutrality. 


•Sober statesmen of the western world have been aware 


for a long time that Bevan has a sadly distorted sense of 
values. But they must read with regret that this kind of 
thinking is capturing the Labor party as a whole. . 


In any sane approach to the German problem, you cannot 


put the .unification of Germany first. . The principal goal at 
this time is the defense of free Europe against Russian com- 
munism. Only fools would argue that this could be attained 
coordinately with a Germany unified on terms the Russians 


vwould accept.

How many times must it be pointed out that the with- 


drawal of foreign troops coincidental to a German peace 
pact would leave Russian soldiers poised much closer than 
Allied forces to Germany's vital heart? How often must it 
be repeated that Soviet Germany has an army trained under 
the guise of a police force? 


Do these things spell safety for the. West? Manifestly 


they do not. 


Any man who can shrug off these realities and look be- 


yond to the rosy ideal of German unity is not equipped for 
responsible leadership in the Europe of today. It is sig- 
nificant that the Labor party statement was drafted after a 
conference its leaders held with French and Gerjnan So- 
cialists in Bonn. For the two latter branches of the Socialist 
party have made disregard of reality a virtual science. 


You'hear it said now and then that the British citizen is 


already tiring of Winston Churchill's conservative austerity. 
But if,this Labor declaration-is an indication of the alterna- 
tive he faces, the Briton had better-try to control his weari- 
ness.

Mrs. E. C. " writes 
that 
she 


blacked-out in a store and soon 
ifter her doctor found that her 
blood pressure was low. She says 
also that she often feels tired and 
dizzy with pain in the top of her 
head and wants to know whether 
this is all caused by low blood 
pressure. 


In answer it may be said that a 


few rare diseases can cause low 
blood pressure and perhaps one 
of these might have been respon' 
sible for her fainting, but it seems 
unlikely that low blood pressure 
by itself could have been at fault. 
However, in addition to Mrs. C. 
a great many people are interested 
in low blood pressure and fre- 
quently become much disturbed 
because their blood pressures are 
lower than What they think should 
be normal. • 


As a matter of fact most people 


with low blood pressures are well 
off and can expect a long life. 
There are few exceptions: there is 
a condition known as Addison's 
disease which, among other symp 
toms. Is characterized by a low 
blood pressure, but this is rare and 
there are only a few other things 
which are accompanied by low 
blood pressure which have any 
serous significance. •

help to determine \vhcther the 
blood pressure will be low, high or 
normal. The pump-like action ..ol 
the heart U on*. Tlj« «l*iUdly ol 


the arteries is another. In most 
cases of below "normal" blood 
pressure, the cause seems to be 
exceptionally clastic arteries and 
this is a Rood thing. For one it 
generally means that hardening of 
the artciics will be slow to devel- 
op and this in turn has much to 
do with the expectation for a long 
life. 


It is hard to say whether there 


arc or are not any symptoms 
which can be laid at the door of 
low ptessure and nothing else. 
Some people-like Mrs. C.—who 
have low blood pressure also' com- 
plain of lack of pep or some other 
vague thin?, but this is just as 
likely to ansc in the mind as it 
is from the pressure.

Even 
if the 
blood 
pressure 


should have something to do with 
complaints of this sort there is 
not much -that can be done about 
it. There is no good, safe, way to 
raise the blood pressure and it is 
better left alone in most cases, 
unless anemia or some other con- 
dition is also present which should 
be treated on its own account.

great deal of unnecessary worry, 
and with exceedingly few excep-

red threes in Samba," writes a 
Florida correspondent. "I drew 
three red threes one after the 
other at my first turn in a Samba 
game recently. Everybody was 
confused as to how many cards I 
should draw to replace them. Can 
you clear this up?" 


This is easy if you remember 


that you are entitled to two usable 
cards when it is your turn to draw 
in Samba. A red three is not a 
usable card, so when you diaw one 
of them you must draw again. You 
must keep going until you have 
obtained two usable cards. In this 
case you would draw a total of five 
cards: The three red threes and 
two normal caids. 


"I drew one card, a king." writes 


another fan, "and then picked up a 
red three as my second card in a 
Samba draw. I replaced the red 
three at once, getting a queen. Do 
I get another draw to make two 
cards drawn from the stock pile?" 


No. You have already icceived 


•two noimal rards— the king and 
the queen. That is all you are en- 
ttiled to.

"They said they got 
full credit of 300 points for the 
canasta, but no points at nil for the 
red threes.

For families, a huge trailer park project of 4000 units was approved 


on the Augusta side of the river. Contract for this development was 
given to the John A. Robbins Co. of Philadelphia. The government 
guaranteed 90 per cent occupancy at a rental of $82.50 a month. 


The first 300 units .of this trailer park were opened April 4, to the 


accompaniment of considerable criticism. The site is 28 miles from the 
plant. The river is crossed on two old double-lane bridges, with narrow 
access roads which are traffic bottlenecks.' 


TRAILER PARK STREETS UNDER WATER 


The location is on river bottom land, protected by levees. Street 


levels are low and have been under water part of the time. 
Some 


trailers have been protected by-individual dikes. The place has been 
dubbd locally, "Sardine City." 


As if this wasn't enough grief, Office of Rent Stabilization has now 


come along with decisions that the AEC-guaranteed rates are too high. 
A celling of $6 a week on single rooms, $10 a week on-double rooms, 
has been applied to the dormitory units. 


AEC has protested this ruling. If it sticks, the government would 


have to pay the contractor, Lyle and Lang, the subsidy difference be- 
tween ceiling rate and guaranteed rate. This would amount to $2.25 . 
a week on single rooms, $6.50 on .double rooms for the 4500 units whe^.J.l 
they're all built and in use. 


For the -trailers, Office of Rent Stabilization has served notice It 


considers $60 a month a proper ceiling rental. 
This ceiling has not 


been put into effect because the trailer pafk project has not been com- 
pleted.' When nil units are finished, AEC will have 30 days in which 
to file a protest against the lower rental rate. 


If the Office of Rent Stabilization overrules the protest and slaps on 


the ceiling, the government will be faced with the prospect of paying 
the Robbins company a subsidy of $22.50 a month on each trailer 
rented. This is the difference between the ceiling rental and the con» 
tract, guaranteed rental.

WASHINGTON — (AP)— Three 


big railroad unions are asking the 
supreme court to rule President 
Truman's railroad seizure illegal 
at the same time the high court 
decides the legality of the presi- 
dent's steel seizure. 


The unions are those of the engi- 


neers, firemen and conductors. 


However, the railroad seizure in 


1950 has practically no similarity 
to the steel industry seizure. Tru- 
man took over the roads under a 
law passed in 1916 and still usable, 
the government claims, in time of 
war or emergency. 


The steel mills, however, were 


not seized under any law at all; 
they were seized by virtue of the 
president's claimed inherent pow- 
er. A federal judge has already 
ruled the steel seizure illegal and 
it is that decision that the supreme 
court will review starting Monday. 


Truman took over the railroads 


almost two years ago to avert a 
threatened strike by the conduc- 
tors and another -union, the train- 
men. Ever since, the railroads and 
the conductors, firemen and engi- 
neers have been fighting over 
wages and working conditions.

Frank Fiore, 29, and Patrick Fi- 


ore, 22. drowned after they had 
gone fishing on the .pier with 
their brothers, Anthony, 19, and 
Joseph, jr., 12, who is mentally re- 
tarded. 


Joseph pushed Patrick into the 


water. 
Frank jumped in 
after 


Patrick. 
Both brothers 
disap- 


peared. 


Police grapplers recovered the 


bodies. No police action was taken 
against Joseph. 


DALLAS — (AP) — A $60 heart-lung niachine 


pumped a man's blood for 75 minutes, changing him 
from sickly blue to healthy pink, a surgeon announced 
today. 


The machine gave him an extra heart and extra 


lung to fight a mysterious lung disease. It drew blood 
from a vein in his leg, purified it of carbon dioxide, gave 
it fresh oxygen, and pumped the blood back into an 
artery in his arm. 


The dramatic story was reported to the American 


Association for Thoracic Surgery by Dr James Helms- 
worth, University of Cincinnati medical school. 


He called it the first such successful use of an arti- 


ficial heartlung oirhumans in this country. All the while, 
the man's own heart and lungs kept working. 


The man died, however, several weeks after the ex- 


periment. Dr. B. N. Carter of the University of Cincin- 
nati medical school said the man had an "incurable lung 
disease" and that the heart pumping was done only to 
give him relief in his breathing. 
» 


Today's report marks a big step toward a major 


goal—of having machines that will let surgeons com- 
pletely by-pass a patient's own heart and lungs, and 
operate on them while they are freed from work.

Alton railroad bondholders have 
filed a 45 million dollar federal 
damage suit accusing the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad of mis- 
managing the Alton. 


The B & O acquired control of 


the Alton in 1930 but later wrote 
off the line as a bad investment 
when the Alton went bankrupt. 


The bondholders protective com- 


mittee of the Alton,'in the suit 
filed yesterday, accused the B & O 
of siphoning away the Alton's traf- 


fic and diverting freight revenues 
worth $17,500,000. 


The complaint alleged the Al- 


ton's rolling stock was worth 25 
million dollars at one time but 
was allowed by the B & 0 "to rust 
and rot until most of it became 
valueless." 


The Alton's main line links Chi- 


cago, St. Louis and Kansas City. 


The suit charged in part: 
"The B & O operated the Alton 


for its own benefit and diverted 


traffic from Alton's lines to B & 
O'a lines." 


The bondholders alleged that Al- 


ton's traffic department was elimi- 
nated by the B tc O which set up 
a joint traffic department and 
"solicited traffic in such a manner 
as to benefit the B & {> at the ex- 
pense of Alton."
